OTJH JtJjRY SYSTEM. 
Now that the criminal ceaes oi the Court 
of Assize ore disposed ol, il may lo as well 
lo glurico at some of the obstacles which uui 
present Jury system places before the steps 
of Justice. It has heen, from the first in- 
dictment drawn up by our present Attoruey- 
Qeneral to the last crimiunl case, a cont nual 
source ofoomplalni, that juries in Vancouver 
Island do not as a general rule perform theii 
duly. Prisoner after piisouer may bebruugln 
up for trial ; the prosecution may be ably eon 
ducted ; tho defence Dy no means powerful ; 
Ibe Judge may bavo reason to sum up uu- 
fjTnrably towards the person at the bar ; and 
the genera! understanding of those in Court 
may point unmistakably to conviction ; yet 
the Jury with probably some ill-defuietl 
notion of philantrophy will acquit the 
prisoner. It is ro use lo blink this serious 
fact. Oimo in Vancouver Island hns had nn 
immunity scarcely known, even in California 
during the days which produced the Vigilance 
Committee. Thai our criminal culerdat has 
not been excessive is owing in nn degree- to thai 
terror to evil doer? which the law properly ad- 
ministered inspires. !n less orderly commui.i- 
tvH, (he leniency which is here shown to the 
criminal, would in very little lime make life 
and property of very uncertain tenure. We 
may continue lo treat cri,ne in th'.s venial 
m inner, with Ilia same impunity that arohu-t 
constitution for a timo muy indulge in pro- 
fligacy ; but we shall liud it is merely a 
question ol but a few short years, before the 
unrelenting arm of outraged nature, in tii e 
One case aa much as in tho other, will deal 
its retributive strokes. An injustice un- 
punished is an injury to soiiety. A tliiel 
acquitted, leuving nut tho moral wrong, de- 
preciates every mail's property in the pluce. 
A murderer allowed to go at large, lainls our 
malarial as well as mural atmosphere, and 
drives virlui to seek shelter iu the protection 
ol animal strength. The laws cease lu be 
come the guardian of the public rights, and 
our individual sacrifice of liberty is made in 
vain, when we oatiuot obtain horn the Gov- 
ernment security for our lives. Much better 
would il be to go back lo Rousseau's idea of 
a slate ol nature, than to put up with the tram- 
mels of civilization without its protection. 

Il is nol oltcn a judge expresses himself 
dissatisfied with the verdict ol a jury; when 
he, tberelore, distinctly and unmistakably 
declares that he cannot al all concur in Ihe 
finding, we may conclude that the verdict is, 
to say the least, rather a strange one. On 
Wednesday last, Judge Cameron fell himself 
called upon, in the case of Regina v. Dough- 
erty, to express his dissent Irom the decision 
of Ihejuiy. As our readari are doubtless 
well acquainted with the details of this case, 
it is scarcely necessary to do more than 
glance ul its principal points. A rnn-ti calls 
another an opprubrious epithet, and receives 
a cas igatiou. A little lime afterwards a 
second scuffle ensues, in which tho defeated 
parly on the former occasion stnba his op 
ponent. Afier receiving this wound, which 
ultirna'ely proves fatol, the man, smarting 
under the pain, seizes a bar from hit dray 
and strikes the person who thus assailed his 
life. This is really 'be sum aud substance 
of the case. What we wiBh to point 
out more especially io the matter is 
Ihe fallacious and dangerous idea put for 
ward by the counsel for ihe prisoner. This 
course on our part is the more necessary from 
the fact of tho jury ngreoing in the main 
with the arguments advanced on the occa- 
sion. Mr. Ring gave the jury to undeisUnd 
that if a men brought himself, by using foul 
language, into a fight, and was overpowered 
Co ibat he might think his life endangered, 
he had a right lo gel rid of h 19 opponent hy 
itubbing him to death. If this is to be Van 
couver Island justice we shall soon hare an 
imporia ion ol rowdies who will get aloug 
much belter hero than at Idaho, where they 
have a habit of dealing rather summarily 
with ihe geutlemen ol tho knife or pistol. 
On the same principle ol logic might ihe 
highwayman be justified in killing the wa>- 
furer who was disposed to resent the demand 
ol " your money" by presenting a pistol al 
the robber's head. But the evidencj nevei 
attempted to shew that the prisoner, when 
he u»ed the knife, was in any dangei 
ol his life whatever. He was on his 
feet and ouuld have easily made hi 
escape. So lhat the whole mailer sim- 
ply comes down lo this:— II any man in u 
fight ol his ov.ii creating gels worsted, be eun 
■ tab his antagonist lo death, and a Victoria 
jury will send him back again to society an 
innocent uii i much ill used man. 

In no utfter ltt-i«i.— li Colony, we feel bound 
to say, could such a verdict as thai whii h ac- 
quitted Dougherty, have been relumed ; lie- 
cause no other colonial population has so 
heterogeneous a characteristic. We have 
in Victoria, however, uol only the diver- 
sines which iiulioimlily has introduced, 
but the community is split up into a score 
at least, ol fragmentary societies, whose 
members would Dud sometimes no doubt a 
great struggle lo sacrifice one of tlieir mini 
ber lo the demands ol justice. The unani- 
mous verdict of twelve men, makes it a very 
difficult nutter indeed lo obtain convictions 
under the circumstances ; lor unless tho pri 
sotier is a lolal sttanger. we may make up 
our minds to the supposition that some 
of the twelve will show a determination lo be 
lenient. It is much easier for one strong 
determined man, whose feelings may lie with 
tho prisoner, to win over tho remaining 
eleven to an acquittal, than for the eleven tu 
win over obstinacy, with a good stomach, lo 
prouounco for conviction. Men at all times 
aru more disposed lo acquit than to hang, 
and passive ideas ol justice have no force

INDIAN FIGHT IN THE GULF. 

TUB VICTORS CAKRV Off HEADS AND SLATES. 

From tho master of the sloop Comox, 
which arrived here yesterday morniug, we 
learn that tho Northern Indians have com- 
menced their long-threstened reprisals on tho 
Lummi Indians, in revenge for the murder of 
some of their tillicums last summer. One 
day last week, two large war Cannes put in 
at Comox on their way north, filled with Fort 
Bnpert Indians, returning from a raid 
against their hereditary foes, the Lummis. 
One of llio-canoes contained three heads, one 
a man's, one a woman's, nnd the third 
that of a child, and the ether was filled with 
st largo number of prisoners, who were being 
carried off as slaves te their captors. Our 
informant examined the decapitated heads, 
and says they aeem to have been taken off in 
Ihe most arlistio manner, being free from 
diatorlinn or eenrs, and quite bloodless. They 
•were preserved with great caro by the victors, 
and it was understood that they were in- 
tended to be eaten, as the Indians consider 
thera hyat medicine, the muri who ents a por- 
tion of an enemy's head becoming thereailer 
a great " brave. ' The leads were cut off 
close to the jaws, and were set upriuhl in the 
bow of the canoe, where they presented an 
almoat life-like, but horrible appoarance 
iSeveral of the Fort Ruperts had been severe- 
ly wounded in tho Gght, and remuinnd with 
Ihe Comox Indians to recruit, being on 
ifriendly terms with tint tribe.

Oomuken CorpEit.— A lurga canoe, with 
6 men, came down from Nanaimo yesterday 
morning, bringing some excellent specimens 
of copper ore from Ihe Coniiaken Company'* 
mine, in Stewart's channel. This company 
has been at work some two months, and num- 
ber* 30 shareholders, who have olready ex- 
pended Bbout $1,800 in opening up 'he VHin. 
The ore consists of sul| burets of copper, with 
which the >oek seems quite filled. Within 
the last month, notive copper has been Btrm-lc 
both in scales nnd in small solid grains. The 
vein is sorre 12 feet thick al the surface, and 
at the depth ot 21 feet, from G to 8 leet thick 
The specimens brought down give most pro- 
mising indications ol a valuable raiue. The 
company intend sending up a practical en- 
gineer to pronounce on the value of the 
mine.

Sir Iloberl Peel was 
a modi I first Minister, but iu spile of his age 
and infirmities, Lord Palmerslon is even more 
punctual than he was in his attendance in 
Parliament. What lullows must be read imb 
atieutlon, and it ought to be treated in pic- 
torial sty lo by some of our great painters, 
for it is a very striking incident in the history 
ol England. " Just us the exciting discuss 
-ion drew inwards its close, aud while Hie 
division bell was ringing, an old man. hastily 
summoned by his colleagues, might have been 
seen wearily and with difficulty dragging his 
limbs, swelled wiih ihe gout, up Ihe stairs 
which lead from Westminster Hall to the 
lobby. More than once he wus obliged tu 
mop and gather strength. Al lust us lie ap- 
proached the top he re-led. rallied himself, 
and, by dint of sheer plunk, strode into the 
lobby with something of tho old step an.t the 
old bearing. It wus Lord Palmerslon, come 
oi Muteol illness and of the severest Weather, 
to take his shuiu in ihe dehalo. He was too 
Uie to speak or lo vote ; but he was not too 
lule to exchange pleajani chuff with tho 
Conservatives who hid lelt the House, to 
witness the discomfiture uf his antagonists, or 
lo enjoy iho heuity cheer with whiuh he was 
gree etl by men of all parties as he took his 
place on Ihe Trea«ury bench after the 
division." — English P:iprr. 



A Submarine Vessel oy War. — Experi- 
ments were ma le a Irw days ago in the port 
of Kochelle lo lest ibo qualities of a suo- 
mai ino vessel ot war, til* invention of a 
Cuplniu Bourgeois, of iho French navy. The 
vessel was slated to ba so constructed as to 
admit of btiiug almost instantly submerged 
hy compressed tur and a peculiar apparatus 
with winch it w;is provided. The only part 
thai remain! visible is a small tower, whence 
the commander may observo the position and 
motions ol Iho ship lo bi attacked, and direct 
Ins inon which way to stetir in order lo strike 
her hull with lha formidable spur which con 
stitutes iho chief means of attack of the new 
contrivance. Thu experiments, however, 
wero not satisluclorv ; more than an hour 
elapsed before th* new vessel got under water 
with su indolent sort of see-suw motion. She 
slowly performed Ihe whole distance from one 
end of the port to tho other, and thon veered 
round in re'urn. On nearing the starting 
point she very uearly ran foul ol ono of the 
vessels in the port, whereby tho powdr of her 
spar would have been letted in rather an 
unexpected and uowelcoai-3 manner. — A let- 
ter from La Kochelle contains eomn further 
details relative to thu submarine hunt 

Plongeur. She do"« not draw more than 
oiglil feet of wa'.er, her engine is of 80 horses' 
poster, steam is replaced by compressed air, 
and her crew of twelve men are completely 
protected from all danger. The Plongeur is 
intended to bo a formidable engine of des- 
truction. Her spur is formed like a tube, 
and an incendiary shell may be placed in it. 
Should an enemy's fleet bo at anchor the 
Plongeur will drive liar spur jnto the nearest 
ship and then rctreal, unrolling at the sain* 
lime u metallic wire. When at, a sale dis- 
tance nn electric spark will cause a great ox- 
plosion, the enemy's ship being blown up. 



MonuANATic Marbiaoxs. — Iu the Unitsd 
Sta'ei Ihe child of a slaye-molbep follows the 
condition of its mother and not its father. 
Thus ve have been told' that tho children of 
.-talesmen, pljlotophert, posts and Presidents 
have been Hold upon the auction block. Tho 
same law applies iu Europe iu morganatic 
marriages — ur left-handed unions butwoon 
msn ol high birth nnd women of low degree. 
The issues of such marriage* follow the for- 
tunes of ihe niotber, If tha father is of 
royal blood nnd tho mother n noble, tho child 
is noble and nol princely. So if the Father 
be noble and the mother bourgcoi*, the chil- 
dren inherit her property and position, and 
not thu place, titles or wealth of their father. 
This is una objection to iheclaiini of Fied r- 
ick of AugUHienburg to tho dukedom of 
IloUtiiu. His rather, who is mill alive, had 
sold out his riyljis in 1845, after he bad laltun 
part in a revolution onanist 'lleuniark and 
been pardoned, for $150 .000, contracted a 
morganatic marriage ol which Frederick is 
one of the issue. This ii no uncommon 
uflair; tho lute King of Dennioik bad just 
such u wife, who wae a milliuoi of Uopcu- 
hagon,— Am, Paper. 



to sohuuls whore all branches of education 
woro carried on in the latter language te the 
inter neglect of their native idiom. This 
order of things has hutn partly inverted 
since 1 BIS. and now it is the so called Ger- 
man population in certain miiod districts 
who complain of hiring tht Danish language 
forced upon thorn in ohtiroh aud school . 
The truth of the mailer is, however, I have 
now reason firmly to believe, that the Danish 
Government was fully bent on doing justice 
to both nationalities, and was almost nndtr 
necessity of displeasing both. Germanism 
and Danism havn been for oonturies en- 
cronehing and trespassing physically, intel- 
luctuallv, and morally on each other ; the 
tide of civilization has sot in now from north 
to south, now from seuth le north, wiih sn 
alternation which was all the more irresis- 
tible as it was pacific and imperceptible. 
The two races crept into each other on theii 
boundaries, and it is as difficult now to trace 
n line of demarcation between Gurman and 
Dane in Middle Sleswig ns to part fresh from 
salt water at thu mouth of tho Amazon or 
Orinoco, where lh» broad stream from the 
remote Andes blsnds with due ttroug tide 
from the tropical gulf. 

THE SI.ECWtUIBS IB Till! DANISn ARHT. 

On one point my expeolations havo been 
utterly and mOHt satisfactorily disappointed. 
I had "bocn to often and so generally assured 
by my German friends that the soldiers rt 
ciuitcd in Sleswig and ilolsteio would bo 
sure "lo pass over In the enemy, or even 
fire ou their Danish officers," that I hsd been 
alm.ist induced lo believe it. Yet the re- 
treat from Ihe Dannewerke offered Ike ben 
chances for mischief to the disaffected, and 
here we hire whole battalion! of Sltswigers 
with not one man missing, and as attentive 
to their duties, as ready to follow Ibeil ofs 
(icers against Piussians and Auslrians as 
any of ilia snhlifra of the 1st Ufgintent, 
who nro enlisted among the Copouhaguu 
citizens. 



INDIA. 

Wc take tho following from »he Calcutta 
Englishman of the 9ih of January : 

'• As we fuspacted, the war on tho frontiei 
is not st completely settled as tbe Punjabees 
would have us believe. The following, from 
the Lahore Chrm.iclt, of Ihe 20".h nil., aon- 
lirms our doubts, and the new tribes which 
have to be coerced may givo a great di>al of 
noiihlu yet. They may even add another 
million to lueurn over as lost to our surplus : — 
• A brigade, composed ol Peshawur Moun- 
tain Truin, Huzira Mountain Train, Har 
Majesty's 101st Fusiliers. Corps of Guides, 
llni Sikh lulantry, 3rd Punjab Infantry, 5th 
Goorkhas, with two companies of Sappers 
and Miners, under iho command of Lieut.- 
Col. Wild,;, O. B., marched tn ihe 2rilh insl. 
from Nawakitla to Muneri. The brigail.' is 
intended to enfurce Major James's demand on 
the Judoon and Otwanzni tribes, from whioh 
it remains to exact such rigid engagements 
as will efloctually delsr them hencaftrth from 
aiding our enemies across the border. Major 
General Uarvock has lelt Nawakilla lor 
Peshawur. The gathering of Momunds in 
Iho neighborhood o' Michnee bus not al- 
together dispersed ; but thu mosi stringent 
orders havo been senl by special messages to 
Saudul Khan, of Lalpoor, tu prevent any 
molestation of the British border, and we ex- 
pect to heir no more of demonstrations tuk- 
ini: place in that quarter. Wo fuel quite sure 
ihat both our officers and our Holdieri have 
g&inod a world of experience and have 
profiled by the crtmp of exercise at Unibsyla, 
under so reliant a Oanerul and man as 
Chamberlain ; and, that if future years should 
bring frontier trouble, we have an army 
trained lo hill warfare tn depuiid on. It is 
premature, perhaps, to speak of tho money 
valuj of Ihe little war, but wo feel hearlily 
for Sir C. Trovelyun, who will hare lo mourn 
over snmethin i near a million, we fesr, lull 
to his expected surplus of 1 8ti4-05."* 



Mexico. — It is a well-known (act, by Ihs 
highest possible authority (Huron Humboldt), 
that lwo-lhirds of the silver ever in circula- 
tion has bucn the produce of Mexican mines ; 
and when il ii considered that the mineral 
wealth of Mexico can sonrcely bo laid lo 
have been explored, and that Ilia richest por- 
tion of tho kingdom, viz , Sonera, Sinulou and 
pari uf Chihuahua, Still remains n terra in 
etgnita, we in iy he almost excused for in- 
dulging i'i u fear expressed nw.iy years hack 
l y Humboldt, that " should lha mineral 
wealth of Mexico ba ever thoroughly ex- 
plored, Europe would b« indundaied with 
ihe precious metals." 

Besides this incxhauilablo wealth in 
precious motsls, the agricultural products of 
Mtxico are not only varied and abundant, but 
they tmhraoo th* itoit important and prolit- 
aiihi staples in tho world, including ootten, 
codec uod tobacco; and lo these may be 
added cochineal, indigo, jalop, vntiilla, and 
numberless other articles of great commer- 
cial valuu. Mexico, with a population uf 
8.001) 000, imports al llm rate of a little boiler 
than three dollars per head ; when it is con- 
sidered that the Brazils import at the rale uf 
38 90, and Chili at 812 50 por head, some 
idea may ba lonned at what thu trade of 
.Mexico might beeomo under propel maniga 
mom. With importations at the tats ef 
those of Chili, she would consume 
8100,000,000 nnnutiily; snd with a mining 
population, naturally given to display, and 
proverbially Uvish ol expenditure, uuppliad 
by a proper developmout of the re.-omoas of 
the country, wiih the means ef indulging 
their propensities, ihore is no reason why 
Mexico sheuld not become n greater oon- 
Humer than either o' tha countries above 
alluded to.— Puris Cor. N. Y. Ne\n. 



Fi.oaaiNo in thk Army and Navy.-- 
In the army during 1862, 13b' soldiers w«re 
Hogged, the number uf Inshc: inflicted being 
.'i!)9'J. In all but 12 uul of the 12G casus ol 
flogging, 50 IsBhes — the highest number 
allowed by law— were inflicted. In tha 
navy, where 55,78? men were liable to cor» 
pqral punishment, there were 941 cstet ol 
Hogging. The highest number ef Isshut in- 
dicted wus 48, Iho lowest 6. The number of 
men and boys II 'gged pursuant to sentences 
of court-martial was 71. Tho ships having 
thu largest number ol cuius were the Odin, 
27, Neptune, 25, Mars, 22, Hauchnnlu, 20. 
l ha uflauces iu the cane uf iho Odin were 
diaohedioiine of orders, mutinous and dis- 
gusting language. Frequent i'.auis el offence 
are contempt of superior officers and smug- 
gling liquor into thp ship. W« find alio 
such offences at thir.sa punithod wiih the 
lash: skulking, insolence, dirtiness, quarrel- 
ling, 'false iutinuatiuno, lad language, Idle- 
ness, malingeriug.for which tblriy-six lashes 
were inflicted qn board tha Nimble, aileup 
ou watch.

in our oonunon Fatherland for many years. 
A sangainary wnr rages in the northern 
marches of Germany. A b igade of my 
army, inspiiee" by a" lofty spirit above all 
praise, has vnno lo the Duohy of Holstein 
ready to fight for the nrras of Hanover, for 
Gorman honor, for German right — for a cause 
to which I have long specially dedicated my- 
self, because I am convinced ol its justice, 
and because I found Hanover, ns Ihe largest 
immediate neighboring State, especlal'y culled 
hereto. Wo must leave the result lo the 
Divine Disposer of events. Among all the 
■nournful aircumstances by which we are 
•urrounded. we liure yet ciuse to he thankful 
to the Almighty, for linking until nuw pre- 
s-rved to our immediate country the 
blessings of pence. Let us pray thai he will 
in fuluro preserve us from Ihe pressure of 
war. Hut if Ihe misfortune of war has still 
kept far from us, the times lire insecure and 
pregnant with events. 'I ho more, gentlemen, 
il is necessary to preserve peats' and main- 
tain strength at home, to he prepared for all 
evsntualilie* thut may come from ubroad. 
Heaven bo praised that I can greut you wiih I 
tranquility and joy, thoroughly convinced 
that yon are animated by the genuine spirit 
that the Hanoverian people has inherited from 
its fathers, whioh has always led it to display 
the most unshaken love, fidelity nnd devotion 
to the ruliug Houso when tho times waio 
gravest. I know, therefore, ihat you have 
come here filled with tho most perfect con- 
fidence in myself and my Government, lo 
support me iho more readily in carrying out 
my paternal intentions for ttie wellare of my 
people, all of whom I love ss my own 
children." His Majesty concluded by heartily 
welcoming his assembled gnosis.

ITALY. 

Replying to a clerical deputation ihe other 
day Victor Emmanuel is reported to have 
said : — " I am aware a ruport is cireulated 
of my being on ill terrrid with the Hoh 
Father, from whom I noveithelfliis a(;aiu ru- 
ceivud, during tho past year, further proofs nl 
ad'eelion on the occasion of my daughter's 
marriage. His Holiness has invited nit In 
K une. I will add thai I am in correspond- 
ence with him, and that I have good hopes 
that the time is not tar distant when ah 
differences will disappear." 

According to tho Turin correspondent ol 
tbe Timet, in a letter dated Feb. 20, there is 
no truth in thu report that Italy, or at least 
Turin, is agitated by hopes and fears of a 
war in tho spring. On the contrary, lha sole 
topic of discussion is the equalisation ol the 
lund-tai. The interest excited is accounted 
fur by the fact that it concerns the pocket of 
every Italian ; nor is there any won dor that 
Minisleis have beau holding frequent conn 
oils, nnd a debate in the (Jhambets hud com- 
menced, likely, al Ihe tale of an orator ot two 
a-dsy, to go on for over so long. As the 
different proviucos wero annexed, il appears, 
the land tax wi s maintained as it st od in 
each, a war addition of 10 per cent, beiiif,' 
made; nnd it it to remedy the inequalities 
thus caused, iucreuse tbe amount derived from 
the tax, aud strengthen ita ba-is, that the 
ministry have introduced a bill causing nil 
this agiiation. The inequalities, as ai-certained 
by tho rtport of a government commission, 
have been great enough. The total revenue 
from land in Pitdinont is ICO,'? millions in 
round numbers, out of which that province 
pays 20 millions in governmental, provincial, 
and communal taxes ; while Loruburdy, out 
of a revenue estimated at UU millions, pays 
above 34 millions; Sicily, out of SO millions, 
o.ily 11 ; and Tuse uiy, out of C5i mil- 
lions, 11. According to what the commission 
piopose — 1'iedmoiii is to pay 120 per cent 
more than before, Lombardy 19 p-T cent, 
less, Pur nit 24 per cent, less, Modcnn, per 
cent, more, Tuscany 19 per cent, more, the 
Human States 11 per cent. lo : s. Naples Ii per 
cent, lesi, Sicily 20 per cent, more, and Sat* 
dims 2 per cent. more. The ministry have 
been placed in very great difficulties, their 
must tiuily supporters, the Tuscans, being 
naturally opposed to the measure as incens- 
ing their burdens, while Ihe Neapolitans, the 
Lombards, and the membeis of tho ex-Romuu 
States, will support it as a body. Thu mea- 
sure is lik?lv to become lnw, though a great 
obstacle to a proper measure has been caused 
by tho want of any cured general valuation 
of the laud.
